Chairperson VanderWeele called the meeting to order at 2:00 p.m. 

 

The Pledge of Allegiance was recited. 

 

Introduction of committee members, staff and guests. 

 

A motion to approve the minutes of the previous meeting held March 25, 2014 was made by Ald. 

Lessard and seconded by Ald. Thiel.  All ayes; motion approved.

After discussion of her 

record, Ald. Lewandoske moved, seconded by Ald. Thiel, to grant the license with instructions to 

correct the application.
